TO BE CITIES 


Several Alberta Towns Want Incor- 


poration as Cities 


Several of the southern Alberta towns 
will apply at the first session of the 
Legislature for incorporation as cities. 
Following are the places that will ap- 
ply: 

The town of Wetaskiwin, incorpora- 
tion as a city. 

The Town of Lethbridge, incorpora- 
tion as a city. 

Town of Medicine Hat, incorpora- 
tion as a City. 

The Town of Macleod will also apply 
for an act empowering them to con- 
struct, purchase or otherwise acquire, 
maintain, regulate, manage and conduct 
public works of the nature of water- 
works, sewers, electric light and power 
works and telephone system or one or 
some of them, and to exempt such 
works from taxation. 

The town of Red Deer will apply for 
extension of limits, also to incorporate 
the Red Deer Municipal Works Act, em- 
powering them to construct, purchase 
or Otherwise acquire, maintain, regu- 
late, manage and conduct public works 
of the nature of water works, sewers, 
gag, natural gas, electric light and 
power works, operated by water power 
from the Red Deer river, steam, gas, 
electricity, or otherwise, and a_ Tele- 
phone system and empowering the mun- 
icipality touge any of the said powers 
for domestic, commercial or other pur- 
poses.

THE TROUBLE IN NIGERIA. 


The history of the British colony of 
Northern Nigeria where the massacre 
of a small garrison of native troops 
officered by Englishmen was avenge 
by the victory of the Punitive expe- 
dition over the tribesmen of Sokoto, 
last week, is one of continual trouble 


lexpeditions for the suppression of 
risings and the abolition of savagery 
aad barbarous native customs and 
practices. Many white men huve 
met their death in the pursuit of these 


with natives; others have been mas- 
sacred during sudden risings of tribes- 
| men at distant outposts: while still 
more have fallen victims to the ter- 
| ribly trying climate. 

| The establishment of a British pro- 
tectorate over the extensive territories 
|of Northern Nigeria dates only from 
1899, when the country was taken over 
by the government from the Royal| 
Niger Company, which had held a char- 
ter since 1886. The charter was ob- 
tained after years of hard work by Sir 
| George Taubman Goldie who in 18177 
visited the Niger and found that no 
| lasting advance either in commerce or 
“yllizaicn Was pussibie unless soe 


with the natives, of repeated military | 


and order in the country. 

At the end of 1904 Sir Frederick Lu- 
gard, the High Commissioner, made a 
tour of the country covering a dis- 
tance of over 2,000 miles by land and 
1,609 miles by water and was able to 
report in the most satisfactory term; 
on the condition of affairs. He record- 
ed the submission of the last recalcit- 
rant tribes and the final disappearance 
of the horrible rites and sacrifices which 
had once been so prevalent in the coun- 
try. Trade was increasing, civilization 
spreading and new indus‘ries springing 


up. 

His report provided convincing evid- 
ence of the advantages of British rule 
and the efficient way in which the dark 
places of “Darkest Africa’’ have been 
and are being opened to the light by 
the work of British pioneers.

Sir Getrge Goldie, by keen .0...7¢41- 
tion. lavish 2:ecsents to native chiefs 
| and the intrease of his staft and gar- 
| risons, caused the disappearance from 
the Niger of French influence, which 
| had been growing rapidly, and, but for 
the efforts of Sir George, would un- 
| dcubtedly have resulted in the estab- 
| lishment of a French protectorate. 

In 1885 a German explorer, Herr Fle- 
| gel, set out with a great expedition to 
|Sokoto and Gandu to secure treaties | 
| with the chiefs. He was, however, an- 
| ticipated by the British company, who 
| sent out Mr. Thompson and concluded 
| treaties with the powerful Emirs be- | 

fore the German emissary arrived On 
| the scene. The next difficulty was to 
| secure the delimitation of the boundary 
| between Nigeria and the German Cam- 
|eroons, ‘but the energetic Sir George} 
| succeeded in getting this done. } 
| Ten years of pioneer work followed. 

Inter-triba! wars had to be put down, 
| slave-trading suppressed, pagan sacri- 
fices stopped and other abominations 
wiped out. All this time the efforts of 
the British colonizers were handicap- | 
ped by the rivalry of the French. who, 
by means of semi-military expeditions 
were attempting to extend the boun- 
daries of the French Soudan. But Sir 
| George and his able lieutenants check- 

mated their designs, and finally ob- 
tained the proper delimitation of the 
| boundary. 

In 1897 the British company was faced 
by the great crisis in its career. For 
years the Foulah (or slave training) 
| power had been growing. The native 
chiefs were banded together, and plan- 
ned the expulsion of extermination of 
every white man in the ccuntry. But 
the British had been steadily preparing 
their forces and took the field with 
five or six hundred well-drilled soldiers

| ganized by Sir Frederick Lugard, and 
consists of about 3,000 Hausas and

It has come to be the proper thing to 
say in criticism of the legislative fore- 
cast of a speéch from the throne that 
the address was remarkable less for 
what was eaid than for what was left 
unsaid. Coined by no one knows who 
in the dim and misty past the remark 
has been handed down in our own Em-/| 
pire through generations of journal-| 
ists, doing duty alike for the novice as/ 
yet uncertain of his bearings and of 
the old hand confronted by an epistle 
Which he suspected but cannot fath- 
om. It will probably continue to be 
kicked down into history by the criti- 
cally inclined scribes who shall seek 
to pierce futurity and reveal the un- 
announced intentions of government. 
Nor is it likely that a phrase so pleas- 
antly satirical and so frequently con- 
venient would be allowed to remain the 
exclusive possession of writers of Eng- 
lish and we hazard the guess that 
it has wandered beyond the confines. of 
our mother tongue and now greets the 
eager seekers after knowledge where- 
ver speeches from thrones are deliver- 
ed and newsPapers read. If the Russajn 
oppositior, press is as energetic as the 
court reports would indicate, the politi- 
cal writers connected therewith have 
doubtless twisted the remark into the 
Slavonic tongue and the first oratorical 
effort of Nicholas to the assembled re- 
presentatives of all the Russias next 
month will be greeted by a volley of 
dec'arations that said oration is con- 
spicuous for its pauses rather than for 
its periods. 

For once however this hackneyed 
phrase has been forestalled and the op- 
position press of Alberta must coin 
some criticlams of a different complex- 
ion or admit by silence that the Pro- 
vyincial Government has promised a 
sufficiently long program of progress- 
ive proposals for the session. A pro- 
gram which includes measures for the 
betterment of the dairying, live stock 
and other agricultural interests, for 
the thorough organization of the Pro- 
vince on constitutional lines, to repair 
and construct roads and bridges 
throughout the Province, to provide tor | 
the administration of justice, to under- | 
take means for securing a cheap and; 
efficient Provincial telephone service, | 
to simplify and cheapen th: procedure 
whereby laborers may secure their 
wages under the mechanics lien ordin- 
ance, to safeguard the public health, to 
alter the system of registration of 
land titles, to establish a Provincial 
university, to provide for the appoint- 
ment of legal officers, to regulate coal 
mining and boiler inspection, together 
with the consideration of the public ac- 
counts and of the estimates for the 
coming year—such program should sat- 
isfy “even the most fastidious’’ of the 
intention of the Government of prompt- 
ly carrying into effect the policy of 
initiation and development for the in- 
auguration of which they were return- 
ed to power.

THE TRIBUNE “BACKS UP.” 
(Winnipeg Tribune) 

With: a verbatim report of the evi- 
dence given in the famous Scott-Mc- 
Innis libel ease at hand,it is only fair 
togive Mr. Scott’s side of the case on 
certain. points. where there is direct 
conflict in the evidence. 

In its report of the evidence of the 
preliminary trial jt will be remember- 
ed.the Regina Leader—Mr. McInnis’ Pa- 
per—made Scott say that at, the 
secret meeting between himself and 
McInnis, he hed told McInnis that 
the price he could get for the railway 
charter referred to was $100,000—that 
is $10,000 for each member of the com- 
pany, As McInnis was a member of 
the company this seemed to mean that 
Scott had offered McInnis $10,000 — on 
certain conditions. 

At the final trial Scott swore that hig 
evidence had been misstated by the 
Standard, by the insertion of ‘‘each” 
after the $10.000, which Scott claim- 
ed was the total sum he had mentioned 
as the price all the members of the 
company would receive. 

The Standard had a reporter taking 
the evidence at this preliminary trial. 
He employed the word ‘‘each.” The 
official court stenogra'pher’s report 
does not contain the word ‘‘each.”’ 

Scott swears that the official report 
shows What he really cid say,and that 
the Standard’s report shows what Mc- 
Innis. wanted him to say. 

Here, then, is a direct contradiction 
in a statement of fact. It is only jus- 
tice to Mr. Scott to make it clear | 
that the official stenographer is on his 
side. : 
Another point brought out in the fin- 
al evidence had reference to Scott's 
interest in the railway charter. 

The preliminary trial revealed Mr. 
Scott in a very bad light—as a man 
who had used his seat in Parliament 
toenable him to secure acharter for a 
company in which he was asilent part- 
ner, acharter that was to be sold later 
and a share of the money handed to 
Scott. 


At McInnis admitted 


the final trial 


that there was no understanding which 
gave Scott any claim to a share in the 
| profits. , 

| Scott also swore that this was true 
and explained that his oniy reason for 
expecting any monetary advantage 
from the gale of the charter was in 
consideration of his services to the 
company outside of Parliament.
